Twins Maricor and Maricar 
Manalo run a studio that’s tied 
by a not-so-common thread: 

hand-embroidered art WORDS LEE TRAN LAM 

What was your childhood like? Dad was the youngest of 11, 
while our mum had six brothers and sisters and they were brought 
up guite modestly. I think because of that they raised us similarly. 

We had to be creative with the toys we were given, or else make 
up the rest I remember we used to play our own analogue version 
of Tetris - we’d take turns to hand random blocks to the other to 
place on a large board. We also made our own diorama dollhouses 
and had many failed attempts to make our own crystals using 
crayon shavings mixed with water and glitter. 

Tell us about your workspace. Our main space is out of Maricar’s 
home in Sydney. We work from a large desk that we hope to move 
into a dedicated room soon, as it tends to take over their house 
(sorry Maricar!). We collect photos, sketches and objects that inspire 
or remind us of places we’ve visited and have them all over the 
desk and house. We have a pinboard that is sadly neglected, 
mainly because it’s hard for us to reach! 

Did you always know that you wanted to collaborate 
professionally? We never really thought there was another option 
other than working together. We went to the same schools, right from 
kindergarten through to university, so working together was the next 
stage. After surviving our university major project together, we knew 
we could handle working together professionally. 

How did you both start getting creative with using thread? We fell 
into embroidery via an animation project. It was a music video clip with 
a brief to be colourful, fun and playful. After that, we focused more on 
hand-drawn illustration and lettering. Maricar decided to embroider 
a song lyric she’d had stuck in her head for a while. The song was by 
The Unicorns and the lyric was “hungry cougars are surrounding me”, 
but she had interpreted it as “hungry colours are surrounding me” 
which we adopted as a studio mantra when we first started Maricor/ 
Maricar. So it was all serendipitous - we started embroidering lettering 
for fun, inspired by a misheard lyric and the clash of colour and texture 
which has driven our work. It was a happy accidental discovery. 

Is it hard working with needles? Have you ended up with any 
injuries? Thankfully, we haven’t stabbed each other yet, but we’ve 
had a few near misses when we’ve worked simultaneously on 
a large piece. And we’ve somehow managed to lose needles in our 
hair and on our chairs, but we’re more careful these days now that 
there’s a toddler around. Some of our larger pieces will have at least 
five needles on the go so we make sure to keep track of how many 
sharps we have out at the start and end of each day.

timber panelling 

I Love the look of wood panelling as a feature? I 
I Architect Andrew Benn gives us the lowdown 



Used as panelling, timber creates a nice combination of clean modern 
lines but with warmth and a unique grain. Whether you use it as an 
extended bedhead (as seen here), recessed living area shelving or as 
a feature wall detail, the raw appeal of wood shines through. Even better, 
timber is a renewable resource and a material with a low-embodied 
energy (meaning the energy used to produce it is minimal). 

Is timber panelling a good fit In all houses? It works well in most 
homes, but it particularly well in old masonry houses, where its grain sits comfortably 
alongside the original building while maintaining a distinction between old and new. 

Should you avoid using timber In some spaces? Dampness will rot most timbers, 
so it’s best not to use it in continually wet areas where it touches the ground. 

What style considerations do you need to think about? If you re using timber over large areas, 
avoid varieties with very saturated colours as the impact on the space will be too great. Also, 
make sure the variety you select complements your existing timber furniture. Another aspect to 
think about is featuring the end grains of the timber - they can add a beautiful layer of detail. 


The cost of panelling 
comes down to the 
timber used. Consider timber 
cladding from Boral Timber, 
$125/sqm, excluding installation, 
boral.com.au/timber. 

© Some timbers stand 
the test of time better 
than others. Cedar doesn’t warp 
or split like some varieties and 
turns a soft grey if exposed to 
UV light. You’ll need to maintain 
timber by keeping it dry and 
frequently oiling it - but oiling 
is much less work than painting.

Uhave a long narrow space on top

Safety is the most important element to consider 
in this design. With such a tight space, Id go 
with custom joinery, so you can design a desk 
that is shorter in depth (around 500mm) 
with an additional 1800mm for your chair 
to function safely and to allow general 
circulation for the stairs. Use a chair 
with stationary legs instead of wheels 
for safety reasons, such as the ‘Adelaide’ 
chair from BoConcept (pictured, from $359, 
boconcept.com.au) or the ‘Bay’ chair from 
Jardan (from $819, jardan.com.au).

Rearrange your furniture first. “Try 
a few variations and live with each 
layout for a day or two to get a 
feel for which is working best 
and provides the most practical 
solution for how you use the 
room, says Rebecca Astrinakis 
of Nathan + Jac. “Once layout is 
resolved, maximise space with 
multi-use pieces, such as a bench 
that doubles as a coffee table or 
as additional seating (like the ‘Gus’ 
transit bench, $890, nathanjac. 
com.au). With small spaces, it’s best 
to keep colour to a minimum and 
surfaces free of clutter to create a 
more spacious feel. For a relaxed 
and comfy look, try something 
a little Scandinavian and stick to 
neutral tones and natural elements. 
For walls, go for a subtle grey to 
add depth and make the space 
feel open without being cold.” 


Q Whats a good pendant lamp 
to hang over a dining table 
in a room with low ceilings?

Try a shorter pendant style, such 
as the ‘Croft’ (above) or ‘Lunar 
Bowl’ lights ($169 each, beacon 
lighting.com.au), suggests Denise 
Hammond, product knowledge 
specialist at Beacon Lighting 
“You’ll also want to find a length 
and a height that’s right for you 
and your family. Experiment with 
a piece of cord tied to an empty 
milk carton over the table as a 
height guide for the electrician. 

A general rule is to ensure the 
bottom of the light rests 80cm 
above the surface of the table, 
which allows a beneficial amount 
of light to eat or work by.”

choose a rug 

From making a statement to defining a zone, 
a rug is the ultimate style tool. Here’s how to 

find the one to suit your space WORDS KAREN SPRESSER

R ugs anchor a room and infuse it 
with personality, style and warmth. 
They can be one of the more 
expensive pieces you buy for your home 
though, so it’s important to choose wisely. 
Panel expert and interior stylist Lisa Koehler 
loves the colour, texture and feel that a rug 
brings to a room and says this key piece is 
one of the main building blocks to creating 
a cohesive space. 

“I’m a great believer in a holistic approach 
when you’re choosing a rug,” says Lisa. “You 
should consider each element in the room. 

I always get really nervous when someone 
goes shopping for a rug without considering 
the rest of their space.” Lisa thinks a rug is 
just as important to a room as a piece of art. 
a sofa or chair. “The rug. sofa and artwork all 
need to act as a family and work together 
aesthetically, tonally and texturally,” she says. 
Read on for Lisa’s advice on picking the right 
rug to suit your style and space. 

getting started 

The first thing to do is measure your space, 
then decide on the aesthetic you want. 
Patterned or a solid block colour? What sort 
of material - natural fibre or synthetic? Does 
the rug need to be hard-wearing - is it going 
to be in an area that has a lot of foot traffic? 
Will it be partially covered by a sofa or coffee 
table? Do you want to be able to sit on it - is 
it important how it feels underfoot? Decide 
what type will best suit your room and the 
needs of your family or space. 

Then look at the layout of your room. If the 
rug is for the living or family area, consider 
the sofa arrangement - whether you have 
a single sofa, a classic combination of a 
two-seater and three-seater, or a modular 
lounge, your seating will determine the 
shape and size of the rug you’re looking for. 


style & materials 

Take into consideration the sofa and the 
wall colour, the size and shape of the room 
and the feel you want to create in the space. 

If you want to create a harmonious, relaxing 
atmosphere, try a wool rug in a muted 
palette. If you prefer something dark and 
moody then look for a rug that features 
deeper, richer tones and lots of texture. 

Are you looking for a plain or patterned 
rug? Again, weigh up where your rug is 
going to sit, what colours are in the rest of 
the room and what arrangement your sofa 
or chairs take. A dark rug is going to make 
a space feel more intimate while a pale rug 
won’t look so imposing or heavy. 

Look at the space holistically and work 
out if the rug can be seen in its entirety when 
it’s in place. I wouldn’t go and buy a beautiful 
patterned rug if it’s going to be covered up 
by sofas or other furniture. 

The material you choose for your rug 
depends on where it will live and what 
purpose it will serve; whether it’s purely 
functional or a touch of luxury in your room. 
If it needs to be durable, look to synthetic 
fibres, wool blends or natural fibres such as 
sisal, which can take a lot of wear and tear. 
Think about whether you want your rug to 
be short pile or a longer, plusher pile. 

round or square? 

Rectangular or sguare rugs may be more 
traditional but they’re great for defining 
spaces. Saying that, there’s something 
beautiful about round rugs. A round rug 
adds softness to a room and it doesn’t 
matter if it doesn’t fit the space perfectly. 

With a rectangular or sguare rug. it has to 
be the right size to be in proportion with 
the space otherwise it will look out of place. 

A circular rug is more forgiving in this sense.

location, location 


child-friendly options 

A rug to suit kids needs to be hard-wearing 
as well as good looking. Think about texture, 
pattern and weave. Go for something with a 
little bit of synthetic fibre in it. A wool blend 
would be my pick for children - it feels great 
underfoot - and consider protecting it with 
Scotchguard so that dirt and spills can be 
cleaned easily. I would choose a patterned 
rug, too. rather than a solid block colour. 

A graphic rug with a two-tone thread would 
be a great child-friendly choice, especially one 
with a longer pile. Children like to sit and play 
on rugs, so I’d make sure it felt great as well. 

save or splurge? 

Rugs can be expensive and the bigger the 
rug, the more it’s likely to cost; but there are 
lots of inexpensive, colourful rugs in the 
market that are fantastic to add interest 
and warmth to a room without breaking the 
budget. These are great options, especially if 
you like changing up the look and feel of your 
room from time to time. If you’re looking to 
invest in a rug that will last for many years, 
go for something classic. Choose muted 
colours and natural fabrics such as silk or 
wool. Oriental rugs are beautiful and often 
a great match for more formal rooms. Kilims 
and dhurries add texture and colour to a 
space, and offer a tactile feel. Go for a pattern 
you know won’t date; be wary of dramatic, 
geometric and bold statements, unless 
you’re confident it suits your style. 


I get really crazy about positior^ir^g - I’ll draw up 
a whole floorplar^ just to positior^ someor^e’s rug! 
To start with, the correct placemer^t of a rug 
depends on how big the room is and what sofa 
configuration you have. It’s really important 
to get the balance right, and here’s how 



< If you have two sofas then the 
rug needs to be evenly positioned 
between them - it should be an 
egual distance from each sofa 

- not 10cm in front of one and 
20cm in front of the other. If it 
doesn’t work egually then it’s the 
wrong-sized rug for this particular 
space. Aim for symmetry. 

< In a small space, I like the rug 
to sit in front of a sofa, so there is a 
narrow strip of floor showing - this 
makes the room appear lighter and 
more spacious. This also gives you 
visual separation between the sofa 
and side tables - try a couple of 
these instead of a coffee table, as 
you’ll be able to see more of the rug. 

< In a big open-plan space, the rug 
should sit under the front legs of both 
the sofas - or if you have a large rug, 
then both sofas can sit completely 
atop the rug. If you have chairs in 
the space as well, then the front legs 
of the chair should be touching or 
“hovering” on the rug. This placement 
creates a cosy zone without closing 
off the area to the rest of the room. 

< With a moduiar sofa, measure 
the space for the rug carefully 

- a standard-sized rug is 230cm by 
160cm and that’s a really difficult 
match for a modular as it can fall 
short either side. A custom rug is a 
better bet. A big rug makes a large 
open space feel more intimate by 
connecting all the elements. 

< A rug is the best tooi to zone 
a space in an open-plan area, 
whether you’re defining space for a 
living, family or dining area. If you’re 
zoning the dining area (or if you’re 
putting a rug in your dining room), 
choose one that’s big enough for 
the table and all the chairs to sit 
entirely on top.

Michele took 
out first prize 
and says the

works. “I was playing around with parallel 
lines in my drawings, but wanted to 
make it more fluid. Accidentally knocking 
my pencil as I drew one of the lines 
led me to create this design, which 
highlighted how inspiration can come 
about in different ways. I liked the idea 
of having something quite structural, 
but offsetting or softening it at the 
same time, so that it looked like waves 
or mountain ridges.”

B edrooms should be 

a place of refuge and 
choosing a floorplan that 
works well will go a long 
way to ensuring you have a good sleep.

1 /This layout roughly mirrors our master 
/ bedroom on The Block: Glasshouse 
- it works because it’s simple. Choosing to have 
no doors on or in your walk-in wardrobe will 
encourage you to be neat and tidy. 

2 /Allow function to dictate form. Here. 

/ the shower ‘steals’ the space from the 
robe because it’s the more practical element. 

3 /Pick a focal element like a freestanding 
/ bath. As you walk into the ensuite and 
see it you’ll get that instant sense of calm. 

4 /Mirrors will enhance the sense of 
/ space - position them to catch the 
light and in transitional spaces. 

5 / Go for sliding doors as you’ll save on 
/ the space a traditional door takes up. 

6 /Bedside tables shouldn’t be shouting 
/ for attention - leave that to the bigger 
pieces. They should reflect the tones and 
finishes of the room - try not to mix too 
many timbers or metals.

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bed + wardrobe 

1 /Keep 1000mm between the shelving 
/ units in a walk-in wardrobe. 

2 /Install 600mm-deep shelving - this 
/ will give you enough storage without 
losing too much floor space. 

3 /Turn your bedroom storage into a 
/ feature by going with bespoke joinery. 
Lots of light and space is important so I love 
low-lying cabinetry that can also double as 
bench seating - absolute winner in my book. 
Of course, practicality has to come into play, 
especially if you are a wearer of dresses and 
suits (preferably not together), so keep tall 
cabinets hidden in the walk-in. Use timbers, 
veneers or surfaces that have a tonal point 
of difference i.e. light or dark timber or grey. 

4 /Have a good think about what you’ll 
j store in your wardrobe. If you have a 
gazillion shoes, make room for them. Consider 
a balanced mix of drawers, shelves and 
hanging space, but make sure you also have 
room for accessories and smaller items. 

5 /Get creative and add mirrors to the 
/ pocket doors of this wardrobe layout. 
Mirrors are a necessity for getting changed, 
as well as enhancing the sense of space.

1 /Remember your space is three 
/ dimensional - for a small bedroom, 
keep your bed low to the ground. 

2 /Ensure the ensuite sits in a spot that 
/ is easily accessible from both sides of 
the bed. Keep at least 700mm on either side 
of the bed and 1000mm at the end. 

3 /Try not to let your storage impede 
/ on the bedroom’s floor space. Recess 
your robe into a wall to maximise dimensions, 
and a chest of drawers is also a great option. 

4 /Add a rug for an extra cosy layer. Your 
/ rug should sit horizontally under the 
foot of the bed to make the room seem wider. 

5 /1 love a crazy bedhead and the Mexsii

The Block: Glasshouse was so sexy, I bought 
one myself. It’s easily the hero piece, serving 
as a base for the room’s colours and tones.

white in open spaces 

Large spaces painted brilliant white can often appear cold and 
uninviting if the white has a blue or black tint - too much of a 
gallery and not enough of a home. A white open-plan room with 
large floor-to-ceiling windows can also become blinkingly bright 
if the house is near water where light reflection is high. To combat 
this, tints that soften the colour are advised - adding a touch of 
grey/brown to the paint along with a low-reflection flat wall and 
ceiling paint is recommended.

When you are looking for the right shade of white to act as a 
background for a collection which incorporates a variety of colours, 
finishes and materials, raw umber is a great ‘one size fits all’ tint. 

It’s not yellow, blue or red; instead, it is rather like adding a hint of a 
timber shade to the white. It has the effect of warming up the white 
without dominating or fighting with any colour positioned in front of it. 







the use of sheer fabrics 

One of the most effective additions to a white space is sheer curtains, 
particularly in bedrooms and bathrooms. The diffusion of light 
provided by the sheer fabric can create a quite magical glow and 
acts like a soft box in a photographer’s studio - reducing hard 
shadows and making everything appear warm, smooth and ethereal. 
Used cleverly in combination with areas not filtered by fabric, 
a wonderful combination of soft and direct light can be achieved. 


gallery white 

Popular with galleries worldwide, this particular white is really 
a non-colour. A white paint without pigments, it is totally neutral 
and has a flat sheen level so doesn’t reflect much light or artificially 
enhance anything around it. Chosen because it has no impact on 
the colour and qualities of the artworks, this white can feel a bit 
clinical in a domestic environment but is well worth considering 
if the accurate presentation of artworks is of major concern.

While it’s not a long-lasting solution, painting floorboards can work 
beautifully. Functionally, it’s a compromise, as you tend to see the dust 
and dirt, but if you don’t mind a casual look with a hint of dilapidation, 
then white-painted floors can work extremely well. Floorboards 
expand and contract constantly, so use water-based floor paints as 
they move with the timber. Satin is the best sheen level for floors 
as it washes almost as well as gloss but shows less wear.

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I nterference from the neighbours is what every renovator 
dreads — but for architect William Drew, this turned out 
to be a great thing when working on his home in Sydney s 
Newtown. The positive side wasn’t obvious at first, when plans 
were stuck in development-application limbo for months. 
Nearby residents were unhappy with what they believed was an 
unfair impact on their property. “I had to re-design once as a result, 
but in many ways I ended up with a better design — so I guess I have 
them to thank for it!” says William. “And now we’re great friends.” 
Besides excellent neighbourly relations, the results produced an 
elegant, stripped-back reinvention of an old factory space that 
originally towered at an awkward height and came with a surprise 
layer of dodgy foundations. “I bought the house specifically 
because it did need work,” says William. Instead of erasing away 
all the site’s character, though, his contemporary transformation 
is a one-of-a-kind tribute to the building’s original features. 
William, as an architect, was working on your home a good way 
to try ambitious ideas? It was an opportunity to design a space just 
the way I wanted — without having to please anyone else’s idea of 
what it should be. That was a nice change, but it did mean it would 
be seen as a true expression of my design ideals so there was a little 
added pressure there, but certainly nothing I’d call nerve-racking!

LIVING AREA “I retained as much as I could of the 
building, and in areas where I couldn’t - such as the 
roof - I tried to recycle,” says William. “For instance, 
the beams you see in the ceiling above the void 
are the old rafters, which I salvaged then laminated 
together, to give them greater depth.” He jokes that 
he kept the brickwork exposed because he was 
slack. In reality, he had intended to paint these walls 
white. “But I liked how it looked and that was that.” 


What inspired you to raise the ievei of the home? The building 
was originally a level and a half. Which sounds weird, but it had 
a small mezzanine at the street end, which was the bedroom, 
and the ceiling height was so low you had to duck your head 
at the top of the stairs to crawl into bed. There were structural 
challenges with raising the height; the original foundations were 
never designed to take that sort of load, so we engineered a solution 
to transfer the additional weight down to these large pad footings, 
which were independent of the original structure. 

What are the key features you’ve introduced? The central void 
— it comes to life with the movement of people throughout the 
home. And, by its very nature, it’s generous; a developer may 
potentially have seen another room in this space, but by leaving 
the void, a tiny little house appears grand. The other key feature 
would have to be the upper level deck; previously the house had 
no external private space (being built to almost all boundaries), 
so the upper level deck was critical, and the view from up there 
is wonderful and surprisingly private. 

Your home has a great pared-back and neutral look. So what 
drew you to working with a mainly white palette? I’m lazy. Ha! 
Seriously though. I’m not a great fan of colour — permanent 
colour, that is. I tend to think it has a lifespan and will inevitably 
date. I love texture and natural materials; white will enhance 
these finishes, rather than compete with them. 

Your neighbours made suggestions - and this ended up being 
an advantage In the end. What were the improvements? 

The original design kept the bulk of the building envelope lower. 

I did this with the intention of minimising the overshadowing 
impact on those neighbours in question. But it wasn’t accepted, 
and I had to shift the bulk of the home forward and up. This 
ended up giving me a much more usable upper level. 

You moved in before the home was finished - was it hard living 
with the project still incomplete? I was living with my parents 
during the build, for which I am incredibly grateful; I doubt 
I could have done it financially if I had to rent simultaneously. 

But the build did take longer than I’d anticipated, and living with 
my parents put a strain on my relationship with my girlfriend 
at the time. So I was glad to move in as soon as I could. I had 
everything I needed aside from a kitchen — so I just set up my 
camping stove and, if I didn’t order in. I’d cook on it. 

As an architect do you think the project is ever fully complete? 
There’s always something else to do, always something to finish. 
But it has been one of the most rewarding things I’ve done in 
my life. I love the house — it’s perfect for me.

razilian-born textile and wallpaper designer Karina 
Pires has an innate sense of colour. She loves to play 
with tone and texture in her work for her label 
House Of Six and, at home, neon-bright furnishings 
and art create a sense of fun, freedom and relaxed 
family living. “I’m a person who’s attracted to colour,” she says. 

Karina has had a long-term love for textiles, honing her skills 
over the years in the worlds of design, fashion and interiors. Her 
connection to colour can be traced back to her childhood. “Brazil 
is a bright and happy country, and being quite laidback is part of 
that as well,” she says. “I grew up with a lot of colour around me in 
every sense and I like things to be easy in a house, to be comfortable 
and natural. I don’t like anything that is too staged.” This attitude 
set the style tone when Karina and her husband David purchased 
a Californian bungalow in Sydney’s North Bondi. 

The couple — who share the home with their children Gabrielle 
and Sebastian — loved the area’s breezy beach vibe (David is an avid 
surfer and volunteer lifeguard) . The home’s period charm and 
family-friendly layout were also appealing elements.

“On the day of the opening, there were about 100 people 
here — you seriously could not walk inside the house,” recalls 
Karina. “It was just a really good sized block and the house had 
great bones. We loved its character and set our hearts on it.” 

The couple are just the third owners of the house, with the 
original owner having built it and the previous owners adding the 
living room extension. Although happy with the floorplan, Karina 
and David freshened things up before moving in. Carpets were 
removed, several windows restored and the walls and floors painted 
throughout. The garden shed, which spans the width of the yard 
and is home to storage, Karina’s office and her painting studio, 
was also run-down “so we put some colour in,” she says. “It was 
nice to shake off what it was before and make it into our home.” 

Inside, painting the floors white was key to the transformation 
and plenty of research went into finding the right paint. Karina 
brought home several test pots before discovering Porter’s Paints 
Perfect Floor paint. “It doesn’t chip, it’s not shiny. It’s been two 
years and we haven’t repainted,” she says. “The floors are also easy 
to maintain and, surprisingly, they don’t ever look very dirty.” 

The secret to using bold colour in an all-white space? Mix in 
natural tones and materials, says Karina. “If you can combine white 
with a bit of a natural base, then have a few splashes of colour, you 
can achieve a good combination.” Rugs are also an essential. “They 
make the house more comfortable and define the space,” says Karina. 

Collecting pieces that have soul is also advised. Karina and David 
collect art and curios on their travels, with many pieces from Brazil. 
“I like to have memories attached to things,” says Karina. “Especially 
with family overseas, it’s important that I bring that feel back.” 

Family is all important. “We love hanging at home and having 
friends around for a drink,” says Karina. “Because we’re so close to 
the beach, we always wanted the house to be laidback. For us, it’s 
important to be able to hang out in the backyard with the kids.”

W hen the right home proved too difficult to find, 
Finnish couple Katriina and Marko decided 
to build themselves the house of their dreams, 
making the most of Marko ’s skills as a builder 
and Katriina’s sense of style for the interiors. 
Now their two-storey stone home — which took 18 months to 
complete from start to finish — offers plenty of space for the 
family’s growing needs, as well as a few things from their wishlist. 
Katriina, why did you and Marko decide to buiid your home? 

We were living in a loft apartment in the centre of Turku 
in south-west Finland, which we had just finished renovating. 
However, we still needed more space, and we had been looking 
for a unique property for a long time. The cost of renovating 
potential properties was so high that we realised we’d be able 
to build ourselves a home for the same price. We then found the 
right plot of land in Masku,just outside Turku. We knew we 
wanted a stone house from the start. The building process was 
smooth, as Marko works in the field. We hear that other people 
have problems waiting for tradesmen, but this never affected us, 
as when we were waiting for the windows to arrive, for instance, 
Marko would carry on with some other part of the project. 

Being in charge of the building work made this possible and 
also helped us keep costs down.

What elements did you want to include in your home? We both 
sketched our ideas and dreams down on a piece of paper. Marko 
created all the plans and had a clear vision for the must-have 
elements for the house from the start: geothermal heating, large 
windows, spacious living areas and interesting materials. We picked 
Pandomo Floor finish, which has a concrete feel and is easy to 
maintain. It is available in every possible shade, and we chose ours 
from a blend of different tones. We went for white-lacquered 
parquetry flooring for the staircase and in the bedrooms. 

What dreams did you put into practice with this house? 

We managed to turn all of our dreams into reality. The spacious 
living areas downstairs and the more private areas upstairs were 
on both of our wishlists.The kitchen and living area forming 
a single, larger space was my wish. We also had room to include 
another more informal living room upstairs — we were after 
large rooms that weren’t cut off by corridors. A walk-in-closet 
in the bedroom was also on my list. Marko made a large concrete 
table for the terrace at the back of the house, providing plenty 
of space for bigger gatherings. It’s lovely to dip in the hot tub 
on the terrace after enjoying a sauna. Marko wanted to equip 
the house with an audio system, which we found from Bose. 

Did you catch the building bug? Everything went so well that 
Marko is still considering the idea of building another house 
one day. But, right now, we are enjoying our finished home. 

After finishing the house, Marko continued building furniture 
and patios. When a need arises, we always consider whether we 
could build it ourselves rather than rushing to the shops. 

Were there any surprises during the build? Maybe understanding 
the whole project! There are so many small and bigger things to 
take care of through the building process, especially when you 
build your home yourself. Some things, such as the right locations 
for lights, have to be decided quite early on. It’s not very easy to 
make decisions about lamps when you don’t even have anything 
else but bare walls, a floor and roof! 

How did you manage to create such a warm feel in your home, 
despite using materials that are often considered cold? 

The colour palette makes a huge difference. We’ve renovated 
a couple of homes before this one, refining our own style in the 
process. We have a lot of white, which is softened with grey and 
different types of timber. The surrounding natural landscapes 
bring a splash of colour through the large windows. The wooden 
staircase and the concrete feel of Pandomo flooring also bring 
a sense of warmth. Some of the furniture came with us from our 
previous home, but we did need quite a few new pieces, too.

It’s a blend of pieces from my grandma’s house, new and modern 
designs, and flea market finds. As we were after something unique, 
we went through a little more trouble with the tables in our home 
— Marko made all three of them! The square dinner table situated 
cosily near the fireplace has enough space for eight people. 

How does the home suit you and your family’s lifestyle? Dividing 
the house over two floors according to different functions has 
been a good solution. Downstairs are the more practical rooms 
including the kitchen, dining area, living area, a utility room, 
a workroom and a cellar — the cellar is a massive storage space at 
the moment. Upstairs are the more private spaces — an informal 
living area, the kids’ room, our bedroom, sauna and bathroom. 

We spend most of the days downstairs before retreating upstairs 
in the evening. As Edvin and Elias get bigger, we’ll probably 
spend more time playing upstairs. 

How about on more festive occasions? The downstairs zone is 
perfect for a party. The living area offers plenty of space for dinner 
guests and larger get-togethers. In summer, we have even more 
space, as we can entertain on the patios on both sides of the house. 
What are your favourite moments at home? Lounging downstairs 
is probably the best thing. The large windows bring the outside in. 
The fireplace is in use every day, providing a lovely atmosphere 
whether having dinner at the table or cosying up on the sofa. [Q

Style of home: A large single-storey 
late-Victorian/early- Edwardian home 
in Melbourne’s inner-city suburb 
of Kew with three bedrooms, two 
bathrooms, a pool and cabana. 

® The project and budget: The 
problem was a dated 1980s 
extension out the back. The 10-month 
renovation has added new rear living 
spaces to complement the proportions 
of the existing building and now 
connects the home to the garden 
and pool. The pool and landscaping 
were not initially part of the budget 
and were added towards the end. 
Even though there was a tight limit 
on the renovation, the budget was 
exceeded by 10 per cent. 


> ON THE OUTSIDE 

From the front, this grand home had all the confidence and great bone 
structure of a gorgeous Edwardian build. And there was a lot to love 
on the inside for this family: spacious bedrooms, a north-facing backyard 
with pool and a great location in Melbourne’s leafy-street cool spot 
of Kew. But connected to the rear stood a sad, sloping series of badly 
planned additions from the 1980s, which clumsily tried to reproduce 
the period style of the house. “The back was deteriorating, poky and 
it really detracted from the front of the home,” explains owner Sally 
“We wanted to make a stronger connection between the interior and 
our backyard and pool. Plus, we needed a more functional kitchen 
and living area.” In essence, the family wanted to add an extra layer 
of functionality and warmth, updating the space while also paying 
respect to the building’s original aesthetic. 
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DREAM IT. 


Flicking through a newspaper, Sally spied a renovationfhat proved 
her dreams were possible. “It was a beautiful home, I lo^ed what they 
had achieved,” she says. She put down the paper, called'the architect 
responsible, Melissa Bright of Make Architecture (ma|ea||Chitecture. 
com.au), and booked in a consultation. “I felt really col|fid^ent Mel 
would understand our needs. I wanted a space out the back that 
wasn’t dated, something fresh and uplifting,” says Sall'^ was happy 
to hand creative reign to Mel, but we had a strict budgetF^elissa’s 
first impression was the need to create “a sense of spaliousness 
without the use of big spaces,” says the architect. “We devised a plan 
to address the family’s needs and tie this to the home’s history.”

DESIGN IT. 


The warm-hearted design of the living area and kitchen has added a 
whole new lifestyle to the home. Keen to avoid the large ‘box on back’ 
approach, the new spaces are intimate and provide the family with 
the things they wanted for a happy life. The key was to focus on the 
point where the two different parts of the house meet and to establish 
a relationship between the old and new sections. “We referenced the 
solidity of the front of the home but decided on a contrast using 
charcoal bricks to sit next to the solid red brick, which was used in 
the period building,” says Melissa. “Using the same material, but in a 
deliberately contrasting manner, the design delineates between old 
and new both with its contemporary form and colour.” 

Internally, careful consideration was given to how the two sections 
could marry. Skirting boards, decorative cornices and hard-plaster 
wall finishes of the original dwelling have “natural stopping points” 
as they connect with new construction. “Subtle references to the 
old house are brought into the contemporary extension,” says 
Melissa. “We opted for lining-board ceiling cladding, deep timber 
reveals to window openings and high ceiling volumes, and the 
rear brick wall of the existing house has also become the internal 
wall of the new living spaces.” 

The renovated living area now wraps around a central courtyard 
opening up to the north corner of the garden. The complex curves 
of the swimming pool were contained in tactile wooden decking, 
and the fence adds a sense of casual living. “The new design means 
when we have guests over, they’ll perch on one of the window seats 
or on the deck. There are plenty of spots to lean on or sit in, there’s 
a sort of cafe style to it all,” says Sally. “It’s just stunning and a relaxing 
style of living and entertaining.”

DO IT. 

The initial conversation may have begun in 2009 but the family pulled 
back from committing to the project until 2013. “We just got caught 
up in family life,” says Sally “We refocused in 2013 and that’s when 
building started.” The internal reno wrapped up in August of 2014, and 
the landscaping and pool work were completed by January 2015. 
Determined to stay on site during the building process to keep within 
their budget, the family, luckily, had a second kitchen and bathroom 
on site in the pool-side cabana. This freed up one of the key stresses 
of a renovation - accommodation - while the new facilities in-house, 
such as the kitchen/living and bathroom areas, took shape. 

The project was kept on track by tailoring the scope and size of 
the build, keeping it as simple as possible to maintain a level of guality. 
Towards the end of the renovation, however, the family added in the 
pool and landscaping elements, convinced that it would further connect 
inside to out. “It did go pretty smoothly,” says Sally, “Mainly because we 
handed a lot to Mel and she was incredibly capable. She also a found 
fantastic builder, Andrew Jaksch of 4AD Construction (0412 100 685), 
who listened to our needs and was good at communicating with us.” 

But, as with all renovations, surprises still popped up on major 
decisions. “The concrete floor didn’t guite turn out as we initially 
wanted it to,” says Sally. In the initial planning stages, conversations 
focused on a highly polished single-colour concrete floor, but after 
it was polished, the surface revealed flecks and aggregate colour. “We 
had lots of conversations about it,” she adds. “But we really love it now. 
It’s interesting and it was just a process of adjusting our expectations.” [Q

the story so far 

This Panel visit was unlike any other we’ve done. For the very first 
time, the site inspection was not about trying to make the most of 
a small space. In fact, Mellisa and Stuart have guite the opposite 
problem. The couple bought the home - having moved from a guaint 
Queenslander - knowing they could change it to meet a growing 
family’s needs. Now that they’re living there, they’re unsure how to 
tackle the ‘rabbit warren’ of rooms. The property just goes and goes, 
one room opening into another, and another. 

what’s not working? 

Having all those rooms is a problem in several ways. For Mellisa. 
it’s hard to keep track of the children. “It’s really no help to have 
everyone so far away from each other,” she says. But it also means 
that there’s no central area to live in. In addition, the family is struggling 
with a plan to create a common look and feel throughout the home. 

“It currently has a very ’90s mood.” says Mellisa. who has done a great 
job with Carter’s bedroom, but tackling a whole new combined 
kitchen/living/dining space feels like more of a challenge. 

what do they need? 

Mellisa and Stuart would like to like to merge the formal dining room, 
casual dining and kitchen into one usable area, but they also need 
some help with defining zones within the spaces. Currently, the kids’ 
toys and furniture do that. 

what would they like? 

While the inside of the home needs some help. Mellisa also knows 
that the Queensland lifestyle is all about the outdoors. Currently, the 
family spends a lot of time in the backyard pool area, and although 
they’re happy with the pool space, they would like the internal 
renovation to incorporate the patio area.

the opportunity 

The best news for Mellisa and Stuart is 
that Jan thinks they’ve bought a great 
property. It’s a much sought-after area 
that’s close to town, has great schools and local scenic attractions. 

The locals move in then stay - or tend to move locally. Even better, 
the home is at the end of a nice, quiet street at the top of the hill. 

In 2011, the area experienced some reasonably bad flooding, 
but luckily this great cul-de-sac was unaffected. 

Jan is excited at the prospect of the renovation, but wants to be clear 
about the purpose before she recommends a financial commitment. 
From her perspective, the market is steady and, if they do it right, 
Mellisa and Stuart would get their investment back straightaway. 

She recommends looking at the kitchen and bathrooms, and to 
make sure the outdoor area renovation is of a high standard. It’s one 
of those elements that is a real market-changer in the area.

The budget Mellisa and Stuart have allocated will certainly 
cover off the main items of the renovation.

the big picture 

As Andrew and the team entered this 
home, the overwhelming impression was 
gloomy due to the the low ceiling height 
and lack of light. “It feels a bit like a garage in here,” says Andrew. And 
you know exactly what he means; this modern home spreads right 
across the extra-wide block and feels spacious in that there are lots of 
rooms, but it also feels restricted. The best bit according to Andrew? 
“It’s not going to be too hard to make a massive difference.” 

the first option 

There are a few ways to let in the light and brighten the mood. Firstly, 
installing some generous skylights in the centre of the home would be 
ideal. “This is a wide house, with no light reaching the middle spaces, 
which are a long way from the ‘perimeter’ light,” says Andrew. 

raise the roof? 

While raising the roof seems like the obvious option, there are costs 
that go with that. Andrew would love to see the roof line moved 
higher to create light wells in the centre of the building. If that’s not 
achievable, the next best option would be to raise the ceiling height 
in the kitchen alone then extend that out to the outdoor area - this 
solution would certainly keep costs down as it wouldn’t involve 
disturbing the foundations.

size matters 

Lisa has a few suggestions for how 
the couple can make the most of their 
space. “It’s important to match the 
scale of the furniture with the scale of 
the room,” she says. “The key is to select a range of pieces - some 
large anchors teamed with a few smaller ones - as lots of little pieces 
of furniture will make a big room feel cluttered. Think beautiful tall 
bookcases - custom joinery that stretches all the way to the ceiling 
- and large artwork or pendant lights hung at eye level to bring the 
scale down and connect to the furniture and ceiling.” 

zoning rights 

The most luxurious layout for a spacious living area is to have sofas 
“floating off the walls” with a large rug that sits under them, advises 
Lisa. “It’s important that the rug is large enough for the entire sofa 
to be placed on top as the rug helps ground the space and creates 
a clear seating zone.” Lisa suggests the distance between the 
couches not be more than 2-2.5 metres; any wider and it becomes 
disconnected and awkward when you entertain. As a bonus, this 
layout means the traffic flow is on the outer edges and connects 
more easily to other rooms. 

A modular sofa works best in a large room, as it’s one piece 
that creates a zone of its own. It also avoids the awkward area 
between the two sofas, which often looks cluttered. 




rooms that are too big 

Inside, Andrew comments that it’s interesting how rooms can be too 
big. “The scale is weird. The big footprint - with formal areas and low 
ceilings - is really not helping.” He recommends working with Lisa 
to create small pockets of interest in each of the oversized spaces. 


find your focus 

When planning any room, it’s important to have a focal point so as 
soon as you enter, your eye has somewhere to rest. Lisa says that 
in a big space, it’s a good idea to create a second and third focal 
point. “It’s about creating visual peaks with a calm area for your 
eye to rest in between,” she says. 



lighten up Andrew’s primary 
piece of advice is to adjust the 
height of the roof line to create 
light wells, but he knows that it 
could make a big impact on the 
budget. A cheaper option would 
be to install skylights, as seen in 
this space, to brighten the home 
and create an airy feel. 


so what about colour? 

“Adding colour and pattern is a great way to liven up a big space, 
however, you need to be careful it doesn’t start to feel staged or 
forced.” says Lisa. Try pattern in wallpaper, rugs, artwork or cushions. 
When using pattern in cushions, “it’s important to balance big and 
small prints, varying the complexity of those used together”.

the biggest opportunity 

As with many modern homes built 
post-Queenslander, Wayd’s main concern 
is the concrete slab floor. It’s not an 
issue per se, but it certainly impacts 
how difficult or easy it is to change the layout. “It’s one complete 
slab throughout, which means it’s hard to move any plumbing,” he 
says. “These guys can relocate the rooms however they like within 
the footprint, but they’ll need to keep the services where they are 
now.” To move them would be a very expensive process. 

what’s the upside? 

The upside of the concrete, however, is that if they want to modernise 
the floor, they could pull up all the cork and carpet, and polish the 
slab. It would be a hard-working family-floor option. At the same 
time, you could fix any uneven floor levels, where hallways run into 
rooms, and the like. Currently, the entry is tiled. These tiles can easily 
be removed to reveal the concrete underneath. 

moving out 

When it comes to the outdoors, Wayd sees this as the biggest 
opportunity for change. Currently, there’s a mishmash of roof heights 
and building materials on both the ceiling and floor leading out to 
the pool area. Pulling up the paving and selecting a material that 
connects the new indoor space and the pool tiling will immediately 
give a lift. He suggests that shade cloth or translucent roof sheeting 
in parts of the current roofing would be a guick and easy way to 
change the look and feel, and add more light to the house - they 
shouldn’t need council approval. If Mellisa and Stuart were to install 
bi-fold doors, it would address the change in levels between indoor 
and out, and connect the areas to make it feel like a single large room. 


@ coNcmt oPTiom 

Polishing the concrete sounds like a brilliant idea, but can 
you do any of it yourself to save costs? “Pulling up carpet 
that has been laid on a concrete floor is easier than you 
think,” says Wayd. “Just start in a comer with a screwdriver, 
pull up the edge and away you go.” 

“The speed edge - the spiky wooden strip that holds 
down the edge of the carpet - will reguire a jimmy’ bar or 
similar to prise the strip off the concrete. There may be chips 
where the nails were, but they can be easily patched, which 
the concrete polisher can do before they start polishing.” 

“The process of pulling up timber or tiles will be harder, 
but use the same theory and you’ll be fine. A ‘jimmy’ bar 
or small chipper will prise up the covering, but be careful 
not to dig into the concrete,” says Wayd. “The polisher will 
be able to remove any excess remaining glue, too.”

how to make an 

arashi tote bag 

Forget the hippie cliches - tie-dyeing is a great way to bring I 

unique pattern into your world. Pepa Martin and Karen Davis, 
who run Sydney’s Shibori textile studio, reveal how you can do 
so at home with this fun project |

WHAT YOU’LL NEED 

• Tote bag 

• Iron 

• Approximately 50cm of 
plastic plumbing pipe, 

10cm in diameter* 

• Rubber bands 

• Soaking bucket 

• Towel 

• Paper mask 

• Rubber gloves 

• Indigo powder 


• Sodium hydrosulphite 

• Soda ash 

• Dye vat large enough 
to submerge your 
plumbing pipe 

• Spoon 

• Dishwashing liguid 

• The size of your bag will 
determine the diameter of 
your plastic plumbing pipe. 


O P re-wash your tote bag 
to create a good base for 
dyeing. If you’re using a calico 
bag, it’s a good idea to soak it 
in boiling water to remove the 
coating that is commonly 
found on the fabric. 

© Lay your tote bag on 
a flat surface and iron 
out the creases. 


O Put your pipe diagonally 
across the bag. Roll your 
bag around the pipe and secure 
both ends with rubber bands. 



O Wrap rubber bands 
around the pipe at 
approximately 2.5cm intervals, 
compressing the bag as you go 
(see right). Make sure they are 
tight enough to resist the dye, 
and double over if necessary. 
Include the handles to give an 
all-over finish. 


© Place the bound pipe 
in a bucket of water for 
30 minutes to soak. 




© Remove the pipe from the 
water, sgueeze out excess 
water and dab with a towel. 

© Prepare your dye vat - fill 
a tub with 15 litres of warm 
water. Sprinkle in indigo powder 
and sodium hydrosulphite. Stir 
gently. Dissolve soda ash in 30ml 
of hot water. Slowly add this 
solution to the vat. Leave for 30 
minutes. Submerge the wrapped 
pipe in the vat and leave for 
40 minutes; do not agitate. 


© Remove the pipe from 
the dye vat and leave 
to oxidise for 15 minutes. Rinse 
under cold water until the water 
runs clear. Then release the 
fabric from the pipe, rinse again 
and wash with dishwashing 
liguid until the water runs clear. 



safety first! 

It is very important that, when dealing with the harsh chemicals and dyes involved with tie-dye, you observe proper health and safety 
protocols. Your workspace should be in a well-ventilated area. Never breathe in powdered dyes or steam from any chemicals. Always 
wear a paper mask when dealing with dyes. It is best practice to bleach items outdoors. Do not stand over boiling pots, and use rubber 
gloves and an apron at all times to protect your skin. Keep a wet towel close at hand to quickly wipe up any spills.

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golden days 


A bold-coloured, lacy canopy draws you 
from the terrace, past the pool, and into the 
garden. Vital to the successful makeover 
of the space was the replacement of tired 
and jarring red-brick paving with much 
more suitable bluestone pavers. “Bluestone 
is very Melbourne - we’re built on it - and 
the muted colour sits well in the garden,” 
explains landscape designer Myles Broad 
of Eckersley Garden Architecture (e-ga.

Privacy was a key concern for the family of five.

Here, the screen is 
given extra texture with variegated pittosporum and 
a planting of blue-flowered Plectranthus ec/c/on/Vand 
Hellotropium arborescens ‘Lord Roberts’, commonly 
known as cherry pie for its sweet fragrance.

Behind the pool, tall vertical slats disguise the 
garden-cum-pool shed, softened by falls of Virginia 
creeper. The owner, Cathy Quinn, is an artist and 
finds the transformed space so inspiring she has 
moved her studio into the garden, drawn by the 
colours, the light and the sense of privacy.

stone cold 

Bluestone is a unifying element throughout the space, 
coping the pool, paving the terrace, and forming 
stepping stones through a tunnel of robinia through 
to the back. The planting palette contrasts the zingy 
lime of the robinias with splashes of shade-tolerant 
blues including Liriope muscari, cherry pie and 
plectranthus.

water view 

Virginia creeper provides summer shade 
and autumn colour over the entertaining 
area. Fine metal-rod fencing surrounds the 
pool. It seems counterintuitive, but the fence 
disappears into a garden more effectively 
than glass because it’s permeable, allowing 
plants and breezes to pass through. As a 
bonus, it also requires less cleaning - every 
splash leaves a mark on glass fencing. The 
pool terrace has become a focus for the 
family. “It’s not too formal - it’s welcoming 
and comfortable,’’ says Cathy.

House By Them - Bowral, NSW 

This three-bedroom weatherboard cottage 
is filled with contemporary art, furniture and 
design, with a look put together by owners 
Anna Byng and Ursula Armstrong. The couple 
run the shop Made By Others in Moss Vale 
and describe the cottage as “an extension 
of the store’s philosophy of promoting the 
work of artists and designers”. With the help 
of local interior design firm Luci.D Interiors 
(who also designed this colourful Tappeti rug, 
right), Anna and Ursula have created a home 
that’s welcoming with a highly personal touch. 
Art, objects and soft furnishings are all made 
by independent designers, including the 
bedlinen, lighting and even the body care 
products. “Our favourite part of the house is 
the reading nook,” says Anna. “It’s a wonderful 
sunlit space to relax with a book or magazine.”

SMASHING PUMPKIN SOUP 

SERVES 4 PREPARATION TIME 10 minutes 
COOKING TIME 40 minutes 


ALL-IN-ONE BEEF SOUP 

SERVES 4 PREPARATION TIME 20 minutes 
COOKING TIME 2 hours 15 minutes 


1 tbsp olive oil 

1 brown onion, coarsely chopped 
2tsp ground cumin 

1.2kg butternut pumpkin, peeled, seeded, coarsely chopped 
1L (4 cups) good quality chicken or vegetable stock 
Dollop of natural yoghurt 

Ciabatta bread, extra virgin olive oil and dukkah for giant 
dukkah croutons (see recipe below), to serve 

1 . Heat olive oil in a large saucepan over medium heat. Cook onion, 
stirring, for 5 minutes or until golden. Add cumin and cook, stirring 
for 1 minute or until aromatic. 

2 . Add pumpkin and stir to coat. Add stock. Simmer for 20 minutes 
or until the pumpkin is soft. Set aside to cool slightly. Use a stick 
blender to blend until smooth. 

3 . Ladle soup among serving bowls. Top with a dollop of natural 
yoghurt. Sprinkle with dukkah. Serve with giant dukkah croutons. 

GIANT DUKKAH CROUTONS 

Tear a loaf of ciabatta into large pieces, drizzle with olive oil 
and sprinkle with dukkah. Roast croutons in oven at 200°C 
for 10-15 minutes until golden and crisp. 


1 tbsp olive oil 

500g lean beef chuck, coarsely chopped 

2 carrots, peeled, finely chopped 
2 celery sticks, finely chopped 

1 large brown onion, finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

2 tsp chopped fresh rosemary (and extra for garnishing) 

500ml (2 cups) salt-reduced chicken stock 

500ml (2 cups) water 

80g 04 cup) pearl barley, rinsed 

2 dried bay leaves 

3 (about 400g) large truss tomatoes, finely chopped 
300g sweet potato (kumara), peeled, cut into 1cm pieces 


1 . Heat half the oil in a large saucepan over medium-high heat. 

Stir in the beef for 2-3 minutes or until browned. Transfer to a plate. 

2 . Heat remaining oil over medium heat. Stir in the carrot, celery 
and onion for 8 minutes or until soft. Stir in garlic and rosemary 
for 1 minute or until aromatic. Return the beef to the pan. 

3 . Add stock, water, barley and bay leaves. Cover and bring to the boil. 
Reduce heat to low. Simmer, covered, skimming any scum that rises 
to the surface, for 1.5 hours. Add tomato and sweet potato. Simmer 
for 30 minutes or until beef is tender. Season with pepper.

AND RICE NOODLE BROTH 

SERVES 4 PREPARATION TIME 15 minutes 
COOKING TIME 35 minutes 

4 coriander roots, scrubbed 
% cup chopped fresh coriander stems 
3 garlic cloves, peeled 

1 small fresh red chilli, coarsely chopped 
500g-piece beef fillet 

80ml 04 cup) peanut oil 

200g shiitake mushrooms, thinly sliced 

1L (4 cups) good quality beef stock 

2tbspfish sauce 

60ml (% cup) fresh lime juice 

2 bunches baby pak choy, ends trimmed, washed, 

halved lengthways 
125g rice noodles 
Yi cup fresh Thai basil leaves 
Yi cup fresh coriander leaves 

Extra small fresh red chillies (optional), finely sliced, to serve 

1 . Place the coriander roots, coriander stems, garlic and chilli in 
a mortar and use a pestle to gently pound until a smooth paste 
forms. (Alternatively, place in a small food processor and process 
until smooth.) Transfer to a bowl. Cover with plastic wrap and 
place in the fridge to develop the flavours. 

2 . Meanwhile, preheat oven to 220°C. Use unwaxed white kitchen 
string to tie the beef at 4cm intervals. Place in a roasting pan. 
Drizzle over half the oil. Season with salt and pepper. Roast in oven 
for 25 minutes for medium rare or until cooked to your liking. 
Cover with foil and set aside for 10 minutes to rest. 

3 . Heat the remaining oil in a wok or large deep frying pan 
over medium-high heat. Add the coriander mixture and stir-fry 
for 2 minutes or until aromatic. Add the mushroom and stir-fry 


for 2 minutes. Add the stock and bring to a simmer. Cook for 2 minutes. 

Add the fish sauce, lime juice and pak choy. and simmer for 3 minutes 
or until the pak choy is tender. 

4 . Place the noodles in a heat-proof bowl and cover with boiling water. 

Set aside for 1 minute or until tender. Drain. Divide among serving 
bowls. Thinly slice the beef across the grain. Pour the mushroom 
mixture over the noodles. Top with the beef Sprinkle with Thai basil 
and coriander leaves. Serve with extra chilli, if desired.
